Accordingly, an index known 48 the 
"Religious Affiliation File" will be esteblished and vill be used for the production 
of? listings and tabulations which will indicate the religious persuasion of all 
eategories of foreign individuals. 


2. Entry 


a. Religious affiliation vill be recorded in item No. 9 (Nationality) 
of the BIS, BCS, and BIC, and will follow the entry of nationality after an 
Anterval of three or more lateral spaces. 


bd. The religion of every personelity will be recorded whenever reported. 
It will not be entered on « presumptive basis (i.e., on the evidence of name, 
place of residence, etc -). Generic terms such ss “Christien,” “Protestant,” 
"catholic," etc. will be avoided but may be entered if no better identifica- 
tion is possible and e general indication of religion is #ignificant (e.g.; 
Christian in a generally closed Mchsmmedan commnity, etc.). Sects or other 
divisions of a faith will be entered in compound form, 48 follows: 


Orthodox Catholic - Albanian 
Eastern Catholic - Uniate 
Jewish - Orthodox 

Jewish ~ Reformed 
Protestant - Lutheren 
Buddhist - Lamaist 


c. Those religions of particular intelligence interest and the countries 
in which religious factors are of more than ordinary concern should be given 
special attention.
